Bertram Giles, CMG, 
former British Consul General at 
Nanking... 

Mr. Giles was the "British Consul 
Géneral at Nanking at the time of 
the outrages last year, and was 
wounded in.the leg at the opening 
of the Southern occupation of the 
city, ‘when General Cheng . Chien 
made his entry of March %th.. 

After Mr. Giles had been shot in’ 
the leg, he and his party took ‘re 
fuge in the Consulate, atrong room.. 
Here they were !nter . discovered 
during the looting of the Consulate, 
‘and weré robbed and suffered many 
other indignities before being 
eventually rescued. .; , 

The late Mr. Giles was the son 
of the noted professor of Chineso 
at Cambridge University, Professor 
H. A. Giles. Born at Hankow on 
September 24th, 1874, he” was 
educated at Liege, Feldkirch ahd 
Aberdeen, but returned to Chins 
as a Student Interpreter-in 1994. 


In the Diplomatic Service he : 


pent his entire life in China, and 
while Assistant in the Mixed Court 
at Shanghai between 1902 and 1904, 
he married Miss Violet Jessie Gil- 
mour, daughter of o well- known 
Shanghai resident. 

Soon afterwards he was appoint- 
ed Vice-Consul at Canton, Inter 
going: to Foochow, Changsha ‘and 
Tsinan.
